(Loud and continued 
cheers.) 

Mr, Mcllnioyl said the contost _was a 
friendly ^ono, and he hoped it would so 
continue.' ■' Instead of being an independ- 
ent candidate, ho believed it was Mr.. 
T<dnne should lay claim to that til le.aa he 
had said lie would only give the goveru- 
meut an inde[iendent support. He com-

Mr. Mcllnioyl again asked for a lie.u'- 
ing, and complahied that in Ilie eam'.iss it 
waa hardly fair to have two ojipuneiils 
pitted against him. iMr. Anderson had 
been taking an aeti\'e part in the cam 
paign since the atari, and he tln-n'lort 
felt entitled to be allowed to speak 
twice. He went over the aaiiie groiiinl as 
when apeaking lirst, but the meeting bo- 
coming realleaa he retired.

THE SPREAD OF SLANDER. 

The incident of the reverend gentleman 

— Dr. Pendleton, wo believe — who recent- 
ly circulated an outrageous talu of scandal 

concerning rrcHideut Cleveland carries a 

moral that it is probable will not bo as 

widely heeded as it should be. How 

many are prone to jump at concluaiouB, 

to sui/.u upon some unconnected incident, 

and in ignorance of the time, circumstan- 

stanoea, or place, give rein to their imagi- 
nation, when a little quiet reflection might 

have convinced them that there are two 

sides to every story. Any piece of in fur 

mation that comes at seciuid-hand will bear 

investigation, not that the relation is of 

iiecossity untruthful, but the human mind 

is so conatiLiited that no two persons will 

agreo in every ininur detail in relating an 

incident that has come under tho observa- 
tion of both. A few years since there 

used to be in vogue a parlor game, the 

name of which we have forgotten, but it 
was played in something like this form. 

The company being seated, the first per- 
son mentioned some incident or tale, and 
communicated it orally to the next. He m 
she in turn passed it on, till the tale had 
made the circuit of the room, t'teijuently 
it wna found t<i have lost almost entirely 
its original shape in going around tlu- 
room. This is a fair illustration of how 
scandal and slander grow — the fable of the 
three black crows. A good hot-weather 
ma.\ini might bo ; Hesitate before be- 
lieving .slander and never repeat it. This 
may obv iate the necessity of writing let- 
ters of apology. 

THE UOMLNION ARCHIVES. 

A branch of the public service at Otta- 
wa, of which more deserves to be said, is 
tho archives department, under the charge 
of Mr. Douglas Bryinner. The archivist 
has a knack of getting hold of useful hi.s 
torical records, and is an enthusiastic col 
lector. His assistant, Mr. .loseph Mar- 
niol te, applies liiniself ehietly to li'reiich 
iloc u mental y history. A fair idea of the 
scope of the work done can be had fiipiu an 
exaiiiiiiatioii of the report for 1887. Mr. 
IJryiiiner has adopted the excellent cus- 
tom of publishing a catalogue of the docii- 
nieuta collected or copied during the year, 
witli a sort of precis of the contents, s< i 
that a general notion can be obtainoil of 
the chanicter of the papers. During the 
year the work of copying from the state 
papers in tho recoix ollice in London for 
the period between 175."i and ITi'l was 
ooiiipleled. This series contains extendeii 
reports of the stale of Canadian courts of 
justice in 1787. Nine voluines of inaiiii 
script are devoted to the report of the 
.Jesuit estates in 1790. Valuable addi- 
tions have been made in the records of 
tho early ecclesiastical history of Quebec, 
and a good deal of matter has been collected 
dealing with the settlement of the eastern 
Townships. Tho .lounml of Mr. C. F. 
Haniitgtoii, C.E., from Quesiielle through 
the Rocky Mountains, during the winter 
of 1K74-5, is the most prominent feature 
to liritish Columbiana, and proves inler- 
estiiig reading. The Haldiniand collection 
now cotiipri.iBS 1-lH hooks copied from tbe 
original manuscripts in the British Miis 
emu. < Jeneral Haldimand served in the 
campaign which ended in the cession t<j 
England uf the French claims in North 
America. After thp ppntjuest he remain- 
ed in a half mditary and half civil coiii- 
inand in several stations in Canada, lie 
was in Florida in 17(57 and after various 
changes of position hocaiue governor of 
Canada in 1777, which iiositloii he held 
during the iiilereating periurl of tbe 
American rev'olutioii and the arrival and 
settlement of the Loyalists. The history 
of this jieriutl has been little studied in 
CanadiL, because of the scarcity of authen- 
tic dau. }}nt this Haldimand was a most 
indefatigable roan, and dupipg tlie war 

period kept up a correspondence with all ""'''^L':;„'^'„"^^'';,'f 'itVS Jjl Z 
hia local coniinandors and apparently with 
every public man in the country. Copies 
of all his otiicial and seiiii-otlicial letter.s 
appear to have bucii kept, while nearly 
all the lette/B received liy hiii), wliether 
otiicial m- ]ier8onal, seem to have been 
preserved. This mass of correapondence 
fell iiiE.'; the hands of his nephew, by 
whom it was pruBtJOtft'l t" the Brit 
i»h Miueum, whence thie i;op 
les in tlie archives come. Mr. 
iMarmotte's report has great interest. 
During the year he has continued his 
analysis of the "Andiives Coloniales de la 
Marino" in I'aria. Among tlie cones- 
poudeiice siniiiiiari/.ed aiu docinncnts rc 
(ating to the history of Acndiu, and pa- 
pers c>(;);l4iiniiig French reports relating to 
Capo Hiotoii and Pijucit Jidward Island. 
Tlic letters from Louisimrg wiij .the otlior 
pDs.se.'iHioiis about Acadia, held by the 
l''ro;i.ij)i alter the cession of Nova Scotia to 
the Kliglish, Hr« f.i;)l of appeals to France 
fur lioliJ, and contain jjathotiu (l('»cri|)- 
tiuus of the situation and oircuuistanuus 
of the rjifugoos from Acadia. Corrus- 
pondt lice after tho o()i;iiueat of these re- 
gions and after the expulsion fellii of the 
suilbritig and troubles of tho exiles in the 
places wliere thoy had fled or. had been 
conveyed, Air.
